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World University Games Gets New Logo 


On 2 June 1981, the Universiade 
83 Edmonton Corporation 
unveiled a new “logo” for the 
1983 games. Designed by Mauro 
Cotechini and submitted as a 
competitor in the widely-advertised 
Games logo and symbol contest, 
the logo was chosen “for its 
unique, innovative design 
illustrating Canadian strength and 
excitement” in the games to be 
held under the auspices of the 
Fédération Internationale du 
Sport Universitaire. 

The designer, Mr. Cotechini of 
the Edmonton-based studio of 
Cotechini Associates, explains the 
rationale of the logo: “In giving 
the Universiade an identification, 
I looked for a modern and futur- 
istic design. I was inspired by the 
ribbon of victory which embodies 
the kinetic energy of athletic 
competition and forms the letter 
‘U’ that symbolizes the University’s 
connection to the Games. The 
lowercase letter ‘e’ represents the 
City of Edmonton as host city.” 

“The dove which symbolizes 
freedom, peace and brotherhood 
of the Games stretches across the 
five color bands representing the 
five continents. The maple leaf 
tells the world the Universiade is 
to be held in Canada.” 

“Tam looking forward to the 
success of the World University 
Games,” Mr. Cotechini also said. 
“If the hard work and spirit of 
my staff is any indication, 
Universiade 83 will bring out 
the best that Edmonton has to 
offer.” 

The logo designed by Mr. 
Cotechini replaces the other 
temporary designs that, until now, 
have been associated with the 
Games. The announcement of the 
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Games’ symbol on 2 June marks 
a new stage in the organization 
and promotion of the interna- 
tional athletic event. The symbol’s 
designer will travel to Bucharest, 
Romania, for the 1981 Summer 
Universiade—his prize for sub- 
mitting the winning design. 


Other Universiade news 

Three more appointments have 
been made to the organization of 
the Games. Robert (Bob) Stead- 
ward, of the University’s Depart- 
ment of Physical Education, will 
join the Universiade 83 Edmonton 
Corporation as Vice-President 
(Accommodations). Dr. Stead- 
ward, currently on study leave in 
Australia, is known world-wide 
for his work in disabled athletics 
and wheelchair sports. A member 
of staff here since 1974, he par- 
ticipated actively in the organiza- 
tion of the XI Commonwealth 
Games and is equally active in the 
Canadian Association for Health, 


Physical Education and Recreation. 


C. Durban Morrow has been 
appointed to the position of 
Manager (Publicity and Promo- 
tion). A graduate of Simon Fraser 
University, Mr. Morrow has an 
extensive background in tourism 
marketing which admirably suits 
him to the task in hand. After 
beginning his career in the pro- 
fession with CP Air, Mr. Morrow 
has worked for the Government 
of Canada in Chicago, Los 
Angeles and New York. His most 
recent appointment was as 
Regional Manager, Tourism 


Development Alberta and North- 
west Territories. 

The third new appointee named 
on 2 June is Carol Gilfillan. 
From 1 July 1981, she will be 
Program Manager (Protocol and 
Culture Division). A senior family 
and marriage counsellor with the 
Family Service Association in 
Edmonton for some thirteen years, 
Carol Gilfillan was most recently 
Special Ceremonies Officer for 
the Alberta 75th Anniversary 
Commission.

Board Briefs 


The latest regular meeting of the 
Board took place on Friday, 

5 June. The following items were 
among those discussed. 


™ The Board approved an amended 
version of the Student Housing 
Policy (for an earlier version, see 
Folio, 9 April 1981). Among the 
amendments are statements that 
“surplus available accommodation” 
will be offered according to a set 
of priorities: our Spring and 
Summer Session students first; 
summer residence for students 
registered at other Albertan uni- 
versities, and similar residence for 
students registered at other 
Canadian universities. Also, in the 
planning of new student housing, 
provision will be made for accom- 
modating fraternity and coopera- 
tive student housing groups. 


= $325,000 was authorized for 
altering the foyer of the Adminis- 
tration Building to accommodate 


the expansion of the student access 
centre. 


= An Academic Concerns Com- 
mittee Report on Annual Review 
of Quotas was approved. 
Contained in the report were two 
May 1981 amendments to the 
effect that twenty-five more 
transfer students will be accepted 
into the Faculty of Business 
Administration and Commerce, 
and six more into the Faculty of 
Nursing in 1981. The quota for 
admission into the Faculty of 
Physical Education and Recreation 
was suspended. 


™" Graduate Assistantship rates 
were revised upwards by 11 
percent. 


=" The Board ratified amendments 
to the Board/AAS:UA Agreement 
as it affects Administrative and 
Professional Officers and 
Librarians. With regard to the 
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APO agreement, the Board found 
difficulty with those sections 
referring to the award of 

salary increments; i.e. should they 
be given annually in recognition 
of satisfactory performance or 
should they be awarded for merit? 
The section in question (9) was 
not ratified pending further 
discussion. 


® William David (Dave) Usher 
joins the Board as an Alumni 
representative. Mr. Usher is a 
1949 graduate with a BSc in Civil 


Engineering. President of W.D. 
Usher & Associates Limited (a 
surveying firm founded in 1929 
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and incorporated in 1957), Mr 
Usher has many professional 
involvements.

President of the Alumni Associ- 
ation; and President of the 
Canadian Institute of Surveying.

Chemical Institute Honors Ayer 


William A. Ayer, Professor of 
Organic Chemistry at this Uni- 
versity and member of staff here 
since 1958, has received the 
Chemical Institute of Canada’s 
John Labatt Limited Award. The 
award, presented at the CIC’s 
annual meeting, in Halifax, from 
1 to 3 June, is made in recog- 
nition of outstanding achievement 
in the field of biochemical or 
organic chemical research and is 
related particularly to the area of 
biological systems. Dr. Ayer, on 
receiving the award (which carries 
with it a $1,000 honorarium and 
a framed scroll), gave the award 
address. His topic at the CIC 
meeting was “Some Fungal 
Metabolites of Biological Interest.” 
Dr. Ayer, who graduated from 
the University of New Brunswick 
with baccalaureate and doctoral 
degrees before serving as a Post- 
Doctoral Fellow at Harvard Uni- 
versity, has been interested for 
many years in biologically- 
orientated problems involving 
alkaloids and natural products. 


The citation in the CIC’s 
program for its annual meeting 
(Chemistry in Canada, April 1981, 
p. 24) succinctly summarizes 
Dr. Ayer’s endeavors: 


“He has examined compounds 
from starfish which cause a 
swimming response in sea 
anemones, defensive secretion of 
ladybugs, and he is currently 
exploring the chemistry of 
economically important fungi of 
trees. This work holds great 
promise and he is studying the 
metabolites of the Stereum 
purpureum fungus which causes 
“silver leaf disease” of apple and 
plum trees etc., and is testing the 
isolated compounds for various 
activities. 

“Also, Professor Ayer has 
developed procedures to culture 
the fungus responsible for Western 
Pine gall in the laboratory. From 
this research an interesting 
chlorine containing aromatic com- 
pound was isolated, which holds 
promise for the control of the 
fungi responsible for Dutch elm 
disease. 


“His current research interests 
are in this area of the isolation, 
structure, and biological activity 
of compounds produced by plant 
disease-causing fungi. He has 
published some 90 research 
papers.” 

The Chemical Institute of 
Canada previously honored 
Dr. Ayer with the Merck Sharpe 
and Dohme Lecture Award. A 
colleague of his, R.B. Jordan, was 
elected a Fellow of the CIC at the 
same meeting in Halifax. 0

Jannetta MacPhail has been named 
the University’s new Dean of 
Nursing. The appointment of 

Dr. MacPhail to a five-year term 
beginning a year from now, in 
July 1982, was made at the 
meeting of the Governors on 
Friday, 5 June. 

Currently Professor and Dean 
at the Frances Payne Bolton 
School of Nursing in Cleveland, 
Ohio, Dr. MacPhail will bring 
with her a welter of experience at 
all levels of the nursing pro- 
fession. A native of Renfrew, 
Ontario, she has been a staff nurse 
at Victoria Hospital in London, 
Ontario; a supervisor and maternity 
instructor in the School of Nursing 
at the Kitchener-Waterloo 
Hospital; a lecturer and coordi- 
nator, maternal and child nursing, 
at the University of Toronto 


School of Nursing; and, along 

with her other current positions, 

is Administrative Associate at Case 
Western Reserve's School of 
Nursing in Cleveland. 

Dr. MacPhail earned a Bachelor 
of Science degree at Columbia 
University, a Master of Science 
degree in Nursing at Wayne 
State University in Detroit, and 
a doctorate in the administration 
of higher education at the 
University of Michigan in Ann 
Arbor. 

A consultant to a number 
of institutions both in Canada 
and the United States, she has 
also published in such profes- 
sional journals as the American 
Journal of Nursing, the Journal 
of Nursing Administration, the 
Canadian Nurse and Nurse

Printing Services Operations 


There are certain developments 
and activities at Printing Services 
which may be of interest to the 
campus community at large. Prior 
to a formal information publica- 
tion being produced, it was felt 
that a preliminary summary should 
be compiled and circulated at this 
time. 


Reprographics 

The acceptance of the University’s 
policy of offering a coordinated 
photocopying option has proved 
beneficial to those Departments 
who have made use of this 
advisory service. The accumulation 
of data to date indicates that the 
saving to the University is in the 
range of $12,000 per month. This 
cost saving calculation is based 
upon the standard per copy con- 
sumables cost. The feedback that 
has been provided by the users of 
the Canon 80 photocopiers shows 
that the actual per copy cost 
averages 46 percent less than that 
used in the initial cost comparison 
on the installation of the equip- 
ment. The capital allocation for 


the expansion of this program is 
limited this year to providing this 
service to those Departments who 
have a confirmed position on the 
waiting list. For further informa-

Duplicating Program 

To reflect the increase in 
operating and materials costs, and 
a change in operating procedures, 
the Duplicating Program pricing 
formula has been adjusted as of 
11 May 1981. 

The new all inclusive cost 
pricing structure is 10 cents per 
original and 2 cents per copy 
(including collating and stapling). 
Compared to the previous pricing 
of 25 cents per original and 1.5 
cents per copy, all copies under 30 
per original will be cheaper, and 
over 30 copies per original will be 
more expensive. This adjustment 
reflects the change in operating 
procedures in offering a more 
comprehensive service. Additional 
satellite operations are in existence 
and being planned, to satisfy the

Gymnastics and 
Games. He is currently Secretary 
of the Canadian Association of 
Health, Physical Education and 
Recreation. 

Dr. Smith took his university 
education at The Universities of 
Alberta and Western Ontario, 
gaining a PhD from Alberta in 
1974. He acquired teaching and 
coaching experience at the Univer- 
sities of New Brunswick and 
Western Ontario and, of course, 
The University of Alberta.

“learning to learn” course would 
be highly beneficial for the 
University. The combination of 
research knowledge being accumu- 
lated with the technology of 
computer-based instruction makes 
the creation and individualized 
delivery of such a course possible.
